Spokesmen for 4 Largest

AKRON, O., May 27 (AP). — 
Spokesmen for Akron’s four larg- 
est rubber companies reported vir- 
tuall; normal shifts reported for 
work at 2 p. m. today as CIO 
unionists, complying with a Presi- 
dential utlimatum, ended a five- 
day production stoppage involving 
more than 50,000 employes. A 
moon deadline had been set in the 
ultimatum. 

Firestone Tire and Rubber Co. 
estimated 90 per cent of its work- 
ers were back at its No. 2, plant. 
The B. F. Goodrich Co. said more 
than 80 per cent of its employes 
returned, and at Goodyear Tire 
and Rubber Co. the shift was 
“nearly normal.” 

Mi second shift employes re- 
ported at General tire and Rubber 
Co., where operations resumed at 
6 a. m., officials said. 

A small shift returned to war 
jobs at the Goodrich plant just 
as the deadline approached after 
United Rubber Workers there de- 
cided to observe President Roose- 
- welt’s order. 
*- "The back-to-work movement 
started earlier at Goodyear and 
Firestone. Employes straggied into 
the plants throughout the morning 
and six hours after the first men 
reported on the 6 a. m. shift, Fire- 
stone guards estimated 50 per cent 
of the force was on the job.

ANNOUNCES 


‘COMPLETE AGREEMENT’ 


‘Future Operations in 


All Theaters’ of Con- 


flict Covered at Conferences Held Since 
Churchill’s Arrival. 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt announced to- 
day that the war conference of the 
British-American staffs has ended, 
in “complete agreement on future 
operations in all theaters of the 
war.” 

The _ chief 
one-sentence 


executive issued a 


statement on the 
end of the momentous parleys 
which began here May 11 when 
Prime Minister Churchill arrived 
from England, accompanied by his 
top military, Naval, and air ad- 
visers. 

The statement: 

“The conference of the com- 
bined staffs in Washington has 
ended in complete agreement on 
future operations in all theaters 
of the war.” 


Originally Churchill and the 


President had planned a_ joint 
statement, but the White House 
said they had agreed today to 
change that arrangement and let 
Roosevelt speak alone. The ‘sequel 
was his brief declaration, which 
gave no hint of what decisions 
were reached or where or when 
the next heavy blows might be 
delivered against the enemy. 

If there was any clew at all to 
what the British and American 
generals and the Prime Minister 
and President had in mind it 
could be found only in remarks of 
the Prime Minister at a press con- 
ference Tuesday. 

He spoke then on continuing 
the aerial pounding against the 
foe, but he declared at the same 
time this did not mean that other 
methods of forcing them to yield 
on terms of unconditional sur- 
render would be side tracked.

FOR HOUSE ACTION 


Damage in Mississippi 
Basin From Beardstown 
to Cairo, III. Put at 25 
Millions.

The Mississippi River, falling 
here with increasing rapidity, was 
at a stage of 36.8 feet at noon to- 
day. This was .2 of a foot lower 
than the 7 a. m. mark of 37 feet, 
and 2.14 below the 38.94 crest of 


Monday, highest reached in 99 
years. 

Army engineers in the St. Louis 
district were collecting data today 
on the flood in this area, for pres- 
entation to the Flood Control Com- 
mittee of the National House of 
Representatives, which will meet in 
Washington next week to consider 
measures for prevention and con- 
trol of future floods. 

Col. Lawrence B. Feagin, Army 
District Engineer here, said today 
that, while levees were holding, the 
danger period had not yet passed, 
as the levees were saturated, and 
the danger of slides still exists. 
The Kaskaskia Island levee, in the 
Ste: Genevieve-Chester district, has 
been the source of great anxiety, 
but stiil holds, and the crest of the 
flood passed it last night. 

Col. Feagin estimated the flood 
damage at 25 million dollars in 
his district, which includes the 
Mississippi from Clarksville, Mo., 
to Cairo, Ill., and the Illinois up to 
a point below Beardstown. 

Flood at Cape Girardeau. 

The Mississippi at Cape Girar- 
deau reached 42.3 feet this morn- 
ing, thus topping the record of 
42.19 which had stood since 1844. 
Only the lower section, already 
under water, was affected. Work- 
men continued sandbagging for 
protection of the city’s electric 
plant, which has continued service. 
The Marquette cement plant was 
also being specially protected. 

In the two East Side areas 
threatened with overflow for ‘sev- 
eral days past, flood fighters were 
able to relax their efforts last night 
and today. Both appear to have 
been saved by the efforts of hun- 
dreds of soldiers and many volun- 
teer civilians, in reinforcing the 
levees with literally millions of 
sandbags, furnished by the Army. 

At the railroad town of Dupo, 
south of East St. Louis, residents 
were returning from various points 
to which they scattered when it 
appeared that the home section 
would be inundated as the big Mis- 
souri Pacific switching yards had 
been, A force of 50 soldiers, with 
railroad employes and other civil- 
ians, stood by during the night. 
This morning the subway carrying 
the East Carondelet road under 
the railroad tracks was nearly free 
of water, but the road was still 
flooded at one low point.

NAZIS FALL BACK, 
REPORT 100,000 iN 
RED KUBAN DRIVE 


Strip of Bridgehead Sev- 
eral. Miles Long Evacu- 
ated After Battering, 
Germans Say. 


LONDON, May 27 (AP).—At- 
tacking nearly 100,000 strong, Red 
Army infantry and tank men have 
forced the Germans to fall back 
from a front line sector of the 
Kuban bridgehead several miles 
long and two kilometers § (1.24 
miles) deep, the German news 
agency DNB announced today in 
a dispatch broadcast by the Berlin 
radio, 


DNB said Nazi defenses all 
along the delta stronghold were 
battered. The attacking force, 
which struck after thunderous 
artillery preparation, was reported 
made up of six rifle divisions and 
three tank regiments. 

DNB said the main attack was 
delivered “against German posi- 
tions between Moldavanskoje and 
Kijevskoje, in the area of Kryms- 
kaya,” which lies 20 miles above 
the Black Sea port of Novorossisk. 
Other attacks were_ reported 
pressed to the south in the Novo- 
rossisk sector and to the north, 
along the banks of the Kuban. 

Air Action Also Stepped Up. 

Both Russian and German re- 
ports earlier had indicated a 
sharp upsurge in the land and air 
battle for the Kuban River zone 
held by the Nazis from Novoros- 
sisk northward to Temryuk, on 
the Sea of Azov., 

The Soviet midnight communique 
announced Red Army troops had 
smashed back two counterattack- 
ing German battalions, totaling 
about 1600 men, and a special

But What President 
Wrote Still Is Secret as 


Envoy Prepares to Re- 
turn With Reply. 


MOSCOW, May 27 (AP). — Jo- 
seph E. Davies, President Roose- 
velt’s special envoy, said tonight 


that Premier Stalin, in their final 
meeting, “gave every , indication 
that he was entirely in accord with 
the contents of the President’s let- 
ter” brought here by Davies last 
week. Earlier in the day Davies 
had announced he was returning 
at once to the United States with 
Stalin’s reply. 

He said he based his statement 
of Stalin's apparently favorable at- 
titude on the cordial atmosphere 
with which he was received at the 
Kremlin where last night he re- 
ceived the Premier’s written and 
sealed reply to Roosevelt’s secret 
letter. 

“Stalin spoke with great satis- 
faction about the way (Prime Min- 
ister) Churchill and Roosevelt are 
working in such close contact,” 
Davies told correspondents at a 
farewell press conference, 

“In my opinion there is every 
evidence that these three men 
know all about each other’s plans.” 

Military Situatoin Discussed. 

In response to a question Davies 
disclosed that he discussed the 
military situation with Stalin and 
other Soviet leaders here. 

“The general impression I get is 
that the Russians are confident, 
but not aggressively so,” he said. 
“They feel that a good stiff offen- 
sive is still left in the Germans, 
who must be taken seriously. But 
I find in all Russians great con- 
fidence in the morale of their 
soldiers.” 

Davies then added: “I feel the 
end of the year will find the Red 
Army and the Soviet Government 
intact. Hitler can’t do in 1943 
what he couldn’t do in 1941.”

Mitchell and Marauder medium 
bombers at the same time swept 
in to attack enemy air fields at 
Ponte Olivio, Sicily. They were 
escorted by Lightning fighter 
planes. 

Bomb-loaded Lightning and 
Warhawk fighter planes kept up 
their assaults on Sardinian tar- 
gets and Warhawks bombed the 
little island of Pantelleria again. 

Outstanding result of the raids 
on Sardinia was the scoring of 
direct hits by Lightnings on. the 
power station at Tirso, whose 
power is generated by the Tirso 
dam, Jargest on the island. 

8-Day Toll of 348 Planes. 

Five enemy aircraft officially 
were reported destroyed in this 
theater in 24 hours, making a 
total of 348 Axis planes claimed 
destroyed in eight days in the air 
and on the ground by the North- 
west African Air Force squadrons 
alone.

A destroyer escort named in 
honor of Ensign Philip Michael 
Joyce of Clayton, killed in a heroic 
last stand of the officers and 
crew of the destroyer Peary in 
the South Pacific a year ago, was 
launched at an Orange (Tex.) ship- 
yard yesterday, with his mother as 
sponsor. 

Ensign Joyce, 21 years old and 
known as the “baby of the Asiatic 
fleet,” was the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Harold T. Joyce, 7630 Carrswold 
drive, Clayton. 

The antiquated Peary, built in 
the last war, went down under the 
fire of 72 Japanese bombers and 
30 fighter planes. It lacked 
equipment for modern warfare, 
such as submarine listening ap- 
paratus and fathometers, and of 
its death battle George Weller, 


special correspondent, wrote in 


the Post-Dispatch, “The old girl 
had nothing much left but guns, 
torpedoes and a  square-jawed 
crew.” 

Just one year after the report 
of the gallant stand of the Peary, 
Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox 
informed Mrs. Joyce in a letter of 
the decision to name the new de- 
stroyer after her son and asked 
her to sponsor the craft at the 
launching.

127 Killed, 399 Wounded, 
118 Missing on Aleu- 
tian Isle — Troops Win 
Foothold on Ridge 
Near Chichagof Harbor. 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP).— 
United States Army casualties in 
North Africa from the time of the 
initial landing to the cleanup of 
Tunisia totaled 18,558, Secretary of 
War Stimson announced today. 

Stimson said the casualties, 
from Nov. 8 to May 15, were 2184 
killed, 9437 wounded and 6937 miss- 
ing or prisoners. Previously the 
Army had reported 1180 casualties 
in the initial landing operations 
which began Nov, 8 and these 
were included in the over-all fig- 
ure reported today. 

U. 8S. Casualties on Attu. 

On Attu, despite the ferocity of 
the fighting, Stimson said Ameri- 
can casualties have been relatively 
light, with preliminary reports in 
dicating the Army has lost 127 
killed, 399 wounded and 118 miss- 
ing. 
“We have reason to believe that 
Japanese losses have been much 
heavier,” Stimson told his press 
conference. 
Meanwhile, the Navy announced 
that U. S. forces on Attu supported 
by a* naval bombardment and at- 
tacking Army bombers and fighters 
had won a foothold on a ridge 
south of enemy-held Chichagof 
harbor after ‘two days of ‘hard 
fighting. The communique covered 
operations of Tuesday and Wednes 
day.

Committee Acts to Prevent 
Discrimination Among 
Small Taxpayers in 
Change-Over to Pay-as- 
You-Go Plan. 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP). 
—Senate and House conferees, 
winding up their work on a pay- 
as-you-go tax system recom- 
mended additional relief today for 
gome smaller taxpayers. 


The joint committee, whose tax 
bill. the Senate and House are ex- 
pected to act on next week, stuck 
to its plan of granting 100 per 
cent abatement of a year’s taxes 
for persons with a bill of $50 or 
less and 75 per aent for those in 
the higher brackets. 

Then it added this provision: 
Persons with an abatement-year 
bill of up to $66.67 get a flat $50 
credit, having to pay only the dif- 
ference. 

The idea was to prevent too 
much i discrimination’ . between 
those, for example, who owe just 
under $50 and those who owe just 
above $50. 

When the conferees announced 
a compromise agreement Tuesday, 
a spokesman said the measure pro- 
vided cancellation of a year's per- 
sonal income tax lability for tax- 
payers owing $50 or less, and 75 
per cent abatement for all others. 

Later some conference members 
gaid they understood the compro- 
mise stipulated not only that per- 
sons owing more than $50 would 
‘get a 75 per cent abatement but 
an additional abatement of $50— 
which would mean complete can- 
cellation for persons with a tax 
liability of $200 or less for the 
abatement year. 

The conference committee, head- 
ed by Chairmen George of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee and 
Doughton of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, was called back 
into session to decide exactly what 
had been decided upon. 

George vs. Vandenberg. 

George said the compromise pro- 
vided only 75 per cent cancellation 
for persons with tax bills over $50, 
but Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, a conference member, 
said the understood the taxpayers 
first would deduct 75 per cent 
from their abatement year liabil- 
ity, then subtract $50 to arrive at 
the amount to be paid. By such a 
process, a person owing $400 would 
deduct $300 (75 per cent) and an- 
other $50, leaving a tax bill of $50 
—instead of $100, as George sees 
it. 

Meanwhile, House ~- Republican 
Leader Joseph W. Martin Jr., who 
directed three unsuccessful battles 
for the modified Rum! plan to by- 
pass an entire tax year, threw his 
party's House strength behind the 
compromise bill. 

Opposition by CIO Head. 

There was some rumbling of op- 
position in the House by Demo- 
crats and Republicans who have 
objected to any tax abatement in 
war time, and Philip Murray, CIO 
president, sent telegrams to con- 
gressional leaders declaring the 
compromise “affords overwhelm- 
ing benefits to highest brackets 
and threatens an additional shift 
of the tax burden to small income 
in future tax laws.” 

Murray's telegram said: 

“Under the conference plan your 
average constituent, assuming in- 
come of $2000, will receive cancel- 
lation of $105, equivalent to approx- 
imately three weeks’ net income. 

“Congressmen with $10,000 in- 
come will receive $1600 cancella- 
tion, equivalent to net income for 
approximately two and a half 
months. Individuals with $100,000 
and one million dollar incomes will 
receive abatements of $48,000 and 
$640,500, equivalent to full net in- 
come for one and a quarter years 
and almost four and a half years 
respectively. 


Aim of Compromise Legis- 
lation Is to Put Average 
Taxpayer on Current 
Basis of Payment. 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP).— 
What is the aim of the pay-as-you- 
go taxation provided in the com- 
promise legislation now before 
Congress? 

Answer: It is to put taxpayers 
on a basis whereby they will pay 
taxes in one year on the basis of 
income of the same year instead 
of income of the previous year as 
at present. Also to collect taxes 
currently through weekly, biweek- 
ly, semimonthly or monthly deduc- 
tions from wages and salaries, or 
quarterly payments by persons 
with income other than wages or 
salaries (in the case of farmers, 
annually). 


Q. Does the “forgiveness” or 
abatement mean that I will pay 
less taxes in 1943 than if the pay- 
as-you-go proposition never had 
come up? 

A. Emphatically no. It. means 
that instead of paying in 1943 the 
tax liabilities on 1942 income, each 
taxpayer instead will pay on the 
income of the year, 1942 or 1943, 
in which he had the larger in- 
come, 

Q. Then how does “forgiveness” 
or abatement figure into the pic- 
ture? 

A. This megns that in each per- 
son’s Federal individual income- 
taxpaying history he will be ex- 
cused from paying 75 per cent of 
one year’s taxes, 1942 or 1943 (a 
full year’s taxes is excused if the 
lability in one of these years is 
below $50). The effects of the 
abatement will not be felt by the 
average taxpayer until his income 
drops, or until he dies or retires. 
How Balance Owed Is Affected. 
Q. How does this measure affect 
the balance I owe on the money 
I earned last year. 

A. That depends, in part, on 
how much you earned. But, pre- 
sumably, you paid at least your 
first quarter assessment on or be- 
fore March 15. You still will have 
to pay the second installment, due 
June 15. Then, the Government 
on July 1 will start deducting 20 
per cent, minus exemptions, of 
your income at the source. 

Q. Suppose my tax bill on last 
year’s income was more than $50, 
what happens then? 

A. Just like those in the lower 
income brackets, you'll have to 
meet the regular quarterly pay- 
ment June 15, and then you, too, 
will be subject to the 20 per cent 
withholding tax if your income is 
by wage or salary. But there’s an 
important difference. Instead of 
having 100 per cent of your 1942 
(or 1943, whichever is lesser) tax 
obligations canceled—as in the 
case of the below-$50 group—you 
will have only 75 per cent of that 
year’s tax bill abated. 

Q. What happens to the _ re- 
mainder, the other 25 per cent? 
Do I have to pay that off this 
year, along with meeting the first 
two installments plus the 20 per 
cent withholding tax? Or is the 
Government going to give me ex- 
tra time to spread it over my 
budget? 

A. You'll still owe the other 25 
per cent. But, to make that a

How Tax Credits Are Applied 
To Returns Under Proposed Bill 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP) 

ayroll collections on the 5 per 
P cent victory tax will drop to 3 

per cent July 1, if the com- 
promise income tax bill becomes 
law, but taxpayers still will have 
the problem of computing compli- 
cated postwar credits in their 
final 1943 tax returns which must 
be filed next March 15. 

Chairman George of the Senate 
Finance Committee said yesterday 
the bill would make no change in 
the final accounting of this tax— 
it merely lowers the rate of ad- 
vance collection. 

Previously wage earners have 
found 5 per cent of all above $624 
of their income withheld for the 
victory tax. If the new bill be- 
comes law, this will be reduced to 
3 per cent on July 1. In addition 
there will be a 17 per cent with- 
holding for current collection of 
income levies. 

While the victory tax collection 
will be 3 per cent on all excess 
over above $624 for everybody, the 
income withholding tax will be 17 
per cent on all exceeding $624 for 
single persons, 17 per cent on all 
above $1248 for married persons, 
plus $312 for each dependent. 

At the end of the year, the tax- 
payer must compute the 5 per cent

Under certain 
circumstances single persons then 
would be allowed a credit of 25 
per cent (up to a $500 maximum), 
married persons a credit of 40 per 
cent, plus 2 per cent for each de- 
pendent (up to a $1000 maximum).

MACHINIST UNION 
OVER JURISDICTION 


Dispute Over ‘Muscling 
In’ by Carpenters Leads 
to Action—Membership 
of 500,000. 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP).— 
The International Association of 
Machinists, with a reputed mem- 
bership well over half a million, 
announced today it is quitting the 
American Federation of Labor as 
of May $1 because of a long-stand- 
ing jurisdictional dispute. 

The AFL thus lost almost the 
same numerical strength it stands 


to gain by the prospective re- 
admittance of John L. Lewis’ Unit- 
ed Mine Workers. 

The jurisdictional fight involves 
chiefly William L. Hutcheson’s 
Union, which the ma- 
chinists contend has been “muscling 
in” on its field with the sanction 
of the AFL Executive Council, 
Machinists’ President Harvey W. 
Brown said the break after 48 
years affiliation ig regrettable, but 
“if we are going to continue to 
get a beating we are not going to 
pay for it.” 

The machinists’ per capita tax 
payments to the AFL have aver- 
aged about $60,000 a year. The 
union has been growing rapidly, 
however, because of organization 
in the aircraft field and tax pay- 
ments on the full, claimed mem- 
bership would substantially ex- 
ceed $60,000, 

Brown said the machinists’ union 
would remain independent, “with 
the hope that the machinists will 
be given the same consideration 
as other unions.”

Record Scored May 21 —

UNITED STATES EIGHTH AIR 
FORCE HEADQUARTERS, Eng- 
land, May 27 (AP). — British- 
based United States heavy bombers 
established a record for a single 
day’s bag by destroying 74 German 
planes May 21 during the unescort- 
ed raids on submarine construction 
yards at Emden and Wilhelmshav- 
en, it was announced today. 

Twelve bombers were lost in 
this joint action. 

The record toll of enemy craft 
brought the total to 297 destroyed 
in eight raids which embraced 16 
targets during May. 

The previous high for a single 
day was 64 shot down during the 
four-day attack on Kiel, Antwerp, 
CourtraiX France and Velsen, Hol- 
land, May 14 by medium and 
heavy bombers. Eleven heavy 
bombers were lost on those raids. 

With four days remaining in 
May the bombers, out in greater 
strength than ever before, already 
have dropped a greater weight of 
bombs on Nazi targets in Europe 
than they had i nany entire month 
since the first United States raid 
was made from Britain Aug. 17, 
1942, 

Also the month's operations 
have produced the highest losses 
for the Americans 49 heavy bomb- 
ers failing to return from their 
missions. 

In view of the far greater 
strength of the raiding forces, 
however, observers considered the 
losses not out of line with previous 
percentages. Seventeen bombers 
wer lost in nine raids covering 12 
targets during March.

Testimony that Japan would seek 
a separate peace with China and 
attack the United States this 
summer was referred to the high 
command today by Chairman 
Dickstein (Dem.) New York, of 
the House Immigration Commit- 
tee. 

The testimony came from. the 
same man who gave Dickstein’s 
committee two months’ advance 
warning of Japanese plans to at- 
tack Pearl Harbor—Kilsoo K. 
Haan, Washington representative 
of the Korean National Front 
Federation and Sino-Korean 
Peoples’ League. 

“If only 50 per cent of what 
Haan told us yesterday is true,’ 
Dickstein declared, “this Govern- 
ment should heed his warning.” 
He said Haan had submitted to 
his committee in October, 1941, 
detailed maps and documents 
showing the Japanese plan of at- 
tack in the Pacific. But, he added, 
persons close to the Hawalian 
government at the time had ac- 
cused Haan of being a “rabble- 
rouser” and of “trying to create 
trouble” in Hawali. : 

Haan’s information so fhkr, 
Dickstein said, has been “fairly 
accurate” and hag been reported 
to the proper officials. 


Leaders Named, He Says. 
Haan told the committee yester- 
day that Premier Tojo disclosed 
during a party at his Tokyo resi- 
dence last month that Rear Ad- 
miral Katsutaro Miyazaki had 
been chosen to command an in- 
vading naval force against the 
United States and that Gen. Shun- 
roku Hata was to head a landing 
expedition.

death in action of Rear Admiral 
Ryusaku Yanagimoto, who “was 
drowned with his crew when his

in what theater of operations 
Yanagimoto died were given. 
Yanagimoto was listed as one of 
75 naval officers killed in action 
who were posthumously awarded 
decorations during the celebration 
of Japanese Navy day today. As 


a commander of a Japanese air- 
craft carrier he distinguished him- 
self in operations against Wake 
Island and in the Indian Ocean, 
the broadcast said. 

The Berlin radio also said that 
Japanese Admiral Isoroku Yama- 
moto, whose death in action was 
announced in a Tokyo broadcast 
last Friday, had been awarded 
posthumously the German Knight's 
Cross of the Iron Cross with oak 
leaves and swords by Adolf Hitler 
“in appreciation of his merits in 
the common fight of our arms.” 

The broadcast reported that Hit- 
ler announced the award in a tele- 
gram to Emperor Hirohito. It 
said he was “deeply impressed by 
the heroism of the ships of your 
fleet,” which Yamamoto headed 
until his death, The Tokyo an-

LITTLE OR NO AID IN 
GROP REPLANTING 


So Say War Food Agency 
Men at 6-State Confer- 
ence on Flood Area 
Restoration. 


Farmers will have to do “90 to 
95 per cent” of the job of restoring 
food production on flooded lands 
themselves, the Federal Govern- 
ment being able to promise little 
or no help toward solution of the 
major problems of farm man 
power and macshinery, delegates 
from six flood-stricken states were 
informed here yesterday. 

P. V. Kepner, chairman of the 


War Food Administration’s flood 
committee, who presided at an 
emergency conference attended by 
representatives of Missouri, [Illi- 
nois, Indiana, Kansas, Oklahoma 
and Arkansas, told the delegates, 
“There is not one chance in a 
thousand of getting boys in the 
Army back on the farm.” 

At this, Gov. Henry F. Schricker 
of Indiana angrily interjected, “If 
we can’t do anything about man 
power, why not adjourn the meet- 
ing?” . 

Suspension of Draft Urged. 

Dean H. P. Rusk of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois College of Agricul- 
ture urged that Selective Service 
be requested to halt induction of 
youths from flood areas for two 
or three morths so that farmers 
not be further deprived of help in 
the critical rehabilitatioon period 
ahead. Other suggestions were that 
the Army release trained farm 
workers for two or three weeks, 
or let soldiers in camps near flood- 
ed areas volunteer for temporary 
farm work. 

M. Clifford Townsend, former 
Governor of Indiana, who attended 
the conference as personal repre- 
sentative of Chester C, Davis, War 
Food Administrator, promised that 
he would convey to the War De- 
partment the desperate need of 
man power on farms in the cur- 
rent emergency. However, he 
pointed out that England had in- 
creased its agricultural output by 
50 per cent, “and there’s not a sin- 
gle man fit for military service on 
British farms.” 

Scarcity of Machinery. 

Regarding the other major 
problem in re-establishing pro- 
duction on flooded lands — ma- 
chinery—farmers likewise were 
promised little help, Townsend 
pointing out that it requires eight 
months to manufacture and de- 
liver farm impleménts, so that the 
most farmers can expect is trans- 
fer of small amounts of machinery 
to flooded areas from areas where 
implements are in almost equally 
urgent demand. 

A recommendation that. the 
Army be asked to release ma- 
chinery it has stored in depots 
was taken under advisement, as 
was an appeal that corn be classi- 
fied as a war crop and made 
eligible for nonrecourse loans — 
loans that would be canceled in 
the event a June flood or other 
disaster wiped out crops. 

Other rehabilitation needs such 
as credit, fencing, seeds and feed 
apparently are being met, it was 
reported at the conference. 

An impending move for the 
benefit of farmers in flooded 
areas is relaxation of some cen- 
sorship restrictions on weather 
information. Forecasts are to be 
somewhat liberalized, it was an- 
nounced, but details are still not 
available. 


COOKERS WILL BE RATIONED 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP).— 
Pressure cookers for preserving 
Victory garden products will be 
available in increasing numbers as 
the harvest season gets under way. 

The War Production Board an- 
nounced last night it was allocating 
enough materials for 275,000 cook- 
ers, a substantial increase over any 
previous year. The Agriculture 
Department said the cookers would 
be rationed because of the “great 
demand” for them. Approximately 
31,000 cookers will be distributed 
to retailers by June 1, the WPB 
said. 
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BEN F. DOUGLASS 
UES FLY SWATTER 
INVENTOR WAS 89 


Former St. Louis Car- 
penter Conceived Idea 
for Screen Type Here 
in 1900. 


Benjamin F. Douglass, a former 
St. Louisan, inventor of the screen 
type of fly swatter commonly in 
use, died last night at his home in 
Fulton, Mo., which was equipped 
with many labor-saving devices of 
his own construction. He was 89 
years old. 

The idea of a fly swatter came 
to Douglass, his wife, Mrs. Annette 
Douglass told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today, while he was living 
in St. Louis in 1900 during a season 
when flies were more plentiful 
than usual, Douglass, a carpenter, 
whittled a handle and attached to 
it a piece of wire screening, its 
edges protected by a cloth binding. 

The “Douglas Fly Killer,” as it 
was called, she related, caught on 
immediately and thousands of 
them were sold all over the coun- 
try, most of them marketed 
through a company which paid the 
inventor on a royalty basis. His 
income increased, Mrs. Douglass 
said, until he was able to purchase 
two flats in St. Louis and a plot in 
Lake Charles Cemetery, where he 
will be buried tomorrow, 

But revenue from the fly swatter 
took a sudden slump, she contin- 
ued, when the distributing com- 
pany. decided to reduce the price 
from 10 cents to 5 cents a swatter. 
Sales didn’t increase and the in- 
ventor’s royalties decreased, Even- 
tually his patent expired and the 
fly swatter field became too com- 
petitive. 

In the late nineties, prior to their 
marriage, Mrs. Douglass recalled, 
the carpenter-inventor cashed in on 
the Klondike gold rush by invent- 
ing a screen face protector, de- 
signéd to protect prospectors from 
flies and mosquitoes. Many gold 
miners, she said, were equipped 
with this type of sleeping mask. 

His other inventions, Mrs. Doug- 
lass said, included a screen hanger 
for storm windows and screens, 
and, numerous household devices; 
most of which were confined to use 
in their own home,

Outbursts Mark Hearing as Morris 


in Melendes Case 


However, Questioning Brings Out No Im- 
portant New Information on His Inquiry 
Into Mystery Death. 


Questioning of Assistant Circuit 
Attorney Henry G. Morris yester- 
day about his investigation of the 
Melendes case was marked by fre- 
quent outbursts between Morris 


and his questioner, Victor Pack- 
man, counsel for Andrew Brink- 
ley, but developed no important 
new information. 

At one point in the deposition 
hearing Packmann asked Morris 
whether, during a recess of the 
grand jury April 29, Morris talked 
to Warren H. Gresham, the “off- 
again-on-again” State’s witness who 
is one of the two accusers of 
Brinkley, “advising him what to 
say before the jury.” 

In a quick and heated denial, 
Morris said, “I resent that very 
much and whatever your question 
is based on is false and highly 
improper.” Packman did not pur- 
sue that line of inquiry. 

Apparently Packman’s question 
was based on a statement given by 
Gresham to Assistant Attorney 
General John S. Phillips May 16 
in City Workhouse, where Gres- 
ham, absent without leave from the 
Army, is serving a term for petty 
larceny. 

Repudiated Statement. 

In that statement Gresham told 
Phillips that he gave to the grand 
jury the same story he was giving 
to Phillips and had given to agents 
of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation. In his talk with Phillips, 
and earlier in the conversation 
with F. B. I. agents, Gresham re- 
pudiated a statement to Morris 
that Brinkley had boasted to him 
and a fellow prisoner, James P. 
Carleton, of having administered 
the beating which caused the death 
of Edward Melendes in a police 
cell last July 27. 

“After I had finished,” Gresham 


told Phillips, “Mr. Morris starts up 
with some personal questions, try- 
ing to draw me back to the orig- 
inal story.” He referred to the 
statement about Brinkley, given to 
Morris on Feb. 26. 

“They had a recess,” Gresham 
continued, “and I seen the cards 
was stacked against me, so I went 
back and gave them the other 
story and they believed me.” 

It was the preceding jury which 
indicted Brinkley for second-de- 
gree murder in the death of Me- 
lendes. 

Makes Own Objections. 

Much of the bickering between 
Packman and Morris was over 
the disposition of Morris, in the 
new role of a witness to interpose 
his own objections to questions 
rather than leaving that to his 
counsel at the hearing, Assistant 
Circuit Attorney William E. Gal- 
lagher. 

“I wish you wouldn’t keep mak- 
ing these objections,” said Pack- 
man. “I'd like to know, Mr. Mor- 
ris, whether your purpose is to 
further public knowledge of the 
Melendes case or to be as obstrep- 
erous as you can be.” Morris re- 
plied indignantly, “I don’t want to 
wrangle with you, but I don’t want 
any lecture.”.

PORTAL-TO-PORTAL

UMW Chief Reported 
Ready to Bargain for 
Rate Based on 90-Min- 
utes-a-Day Travel Time. 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP).— 
The United Mine Workers and the 
soft coal operators meet again to- 
day to work out a solution of the 
miners’ portal-to-portal pay de- 
mand, the only substantial issue 
unsettled by a War Labor Board 
ruling in the wage dispute.

"MOTHER OF HERO 


GETS MEDAL FROM 


F. D. R. JOINS SPARS 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP).— 
The parents of a Coast Guards- 
man, who died a hero in evacuat- 
ing a detachment of Marines from 
Guadalcana] island last Septem- 


ber, received in person from Pres- 
ident Roosevelt today a con- 
gressional medal of honor post- 
humously awarded their son. They 
were Mr. and Mrs. James Munro 
of South Cle Elum, Wash, 

Their son, Douglas, sacrificed 
his life to evacuate 500 Marines 
who had landed at a point where 
enemy opposition developed be- 
yond anticipated dimensions. 

Previously he had been in 
charge of the landing boats. He 
volunteered to lead the rescue 
mission when the battalion was 
trapped. The citation for the 
country’s highest honor said that 
“by his outstanding leadership, 
expert planning and dauntless de- 
votion to duty, he and his 
courageous comrades undoubtedly 
saved the lives of many who other- 
wise would have perished. He gal- 
lantly gave up his life in defense 
of his country.” 

Two hours after the White 
House ceremony, Mrs. Munro 
joined the Coast Guard, being 
sworn in as a lieutenant, junior 
grade, in the Spars.

President Barclay Voices

Floor of Chamber. 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP).— 
President Edwin Barclay of the 
West African Negro republic of 
Liberia made one of the shortest 
speeches the Senate ever has heard 
from a visiting dignitary today, 
then broke precedent by remaining 
@n the floor as the lawmakers re- 
sumed their work. 

Escorted into the chamber by a 
committee composed of Senators 
Hill (Dem.), Alabama; McNary 
iRep.), Oregon; Wagner (Dem.), 
New York, and Capper (Rep.), 
Kansas, Barclay took his place on 
the rostrum, where he was intro- 
@uced by Vice-President Wallace. 

Bowing, he said: 

A thank you very much for ac- 
@ording the high honor of permit- 
ting me to watch for a few min- 
utes the process of law-making of 
the United States Senate.” 

After these 28 words, Barclay sat 
Gown. In a moment, Vice-Presi- 
@ent Wallace announced: 

“The Senate reconvenes and the 
@ehair recognizes the Senator from 
Tennessee.” 

Senator McKellar, piloting an 
appropriationg bill, arose and de- 
bate resumed. 

The Senate always recesses to 
hear a visiting dignitary since it 
technically cannot be addressed 
except by a member or the Vice- 
President. Attaches said Barclay 
broke precedent by his presence 
during consideration, since cus- 
tomarily only members of other 
parliamentary bodies, governors or 
former members are admitted to 
the floor. 

The Liberian President soon 
moved to a seat beside Senator 
Wagner and, after a few minutes, 
left the chamber to address the 
House. 

Barclay spent the night at the 
White House, first member of his 
race to be a presidential house 
guest. The invitation was ex- 
tended by President Roosevelt 
when he stopped in Liberia on his 
way back from the Casablanca 
eonference.

workers stayed on guard, but the 
tenseness of the previous 48 hours 
was lacking. The Army’s depot in 
Granite City, with a stock of more 
than six million bags at the outset, 
has been the source of supply for 
this and other emergency areas, 
South of St. Louis, in the effort to 
restore Missouri and Illinois farms 
to production as soon as possible, 
Army engineers yesterday dyna- 
mited levees in Perry County, Mis- 
souri, and above Gale, IIl., opposite 
Cape Girardeau. The levees were 
breached at points where the slope 
would permit the flood waters 
which had submerged 74,000 acres 
to pour back into the Mississippi. 
Col. Malcolm Elliott, in charge 
of the Upper Mississippi Valley 
district, who will present facts on 
the Mississippi - Missouri - Illinois 
rivers flood to the yen ce agen 
committee next week, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
although the Mississippi reached a 
higher stage at St. Louis than in 
the 1908 flood, the volume of wa- 
ter passing this city was less than 
1903. In 1903, he said, one million 
cubic feet a second flowed past 
St. Louis; in this flood, the volume 
was about 825,000 cubic feet a sec- 
ond. The 1927 flood, which extend- 
ed al] the way to New Orleans, did 
more damage below Cairo than 
the present flood has done in its 
area, he said; the present flood is 
not expected to have any great ef- 
fect below Cairo. 

Effect of Levees. 

Col, Elliott Indicated that his 
report would attribute the high 
stage of the present flood in part 
to levees, with their tendency to 
push the river beds upward, thus 
requiring more levee protection 
and causing a “vicious circle;” 
and in part to dams not subject to 
central control, particularly § the 
Bagnell Dam of Union Electric 
Co. on the Osage River in central 
Missouri. 

“About one-fourth of the water 
passing St. Louis came over Bag- 
nell Dam,” Col. Elliott said, giv- 
ing a figure of 206,000 cubic feet a 
second for the water passing the 
dam at the flood’s peak. “The 
dam was a detriment rather than 
a benefit,” he said. “It was too 
full before the flood, so that it 
could not be. used for the storage 
which was needed then, and they 
opened the gates and used every 
means, except sponges, to get rid 
of the water.” 

Col. Elliott said he did not 
charge that the electric company 
violated any obligation, but that 
the incident would tend to show 


* 


the need for control of dams by a 
single authority. Navigation dams, 
he said, have had little effect on 
the flood. 

Grand Tower, IIl., 100 miles south 
of St, Louis, was the isolated havert 
of more than 1000 persons last 
night. Of its 1000 regular inhabi- 
tants, 200 had left the town, but 
more than that number had come 
in. from the inundated countryside. 
The food supply was reported low 
last night in the town, accessible 
only by boat or amphibious jeep. 
The one local store out of the wa- 
ter had some bread, spaghetti and 
oatmeal, but no meat since laat 
Saturday. There was no wuncon- 
taminated water supply. 

Housing Problem. 

The grade schoo] and the 30 or 
more houses still out of water were 
used for housing. In one of the 
schoolrooms, a family of nine used 
one mattress, and a family of seven 
another. An 8'%-pound boy was 
born Wednesday night without 
medical attendance, and the moth- 
er of twin girls, 9% months old, 
has been unable to get condensed 
milk for them; the milk from the 
only two cows in the town has 
proven unsuitable for the infants. 

State Police boats today took 800 

pounds of food to Grand Tower, 
and a Red Cross disaster worker 
went there., This supplemented ef- 
forts of the Coast Guard, which 
has taken some food and water 
to the town, and has offered to 
take residents out; however, few 
have chosen to leave.

UF COAL-AND-OIL FUEL 


Favors Building 20 Plants, In- 


cluding Two Here, to 
Produce Substitute. 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP).— 
Large-scale production and use of 
a composite fuel made from a coal 
and oil mixture was proposed yes- 
terday by Secretary Ickes as a 


“practical and positive contribu- 
tion to oil conservation.” 

Ickes, who also is Petroleum and 
Fuel Administrator, estimated at 
least 15 million barrels of residual 
fuel oil could be saved annually 
if Eastern and Midwestern plants 
used the so-called colloidal fuel for 
heating, manufacturing and gen- 
erating power. He said this finding 
is supported by official and private 
tests. 


and two-thirds oil, the fuel could 
be substituted for oil in operations 
now consuming 30 million barrels 
of oil in the East Coast and 15 
million barrels in the Midwest, 
Ickes said. 

“As one-third and upwards of 
this colloidal fuel would consist of 
coal,” said Ickes in a report pre- 
pared for oil companies, “this defi- 
nitely indicates a net saving of 
about 15 million barrels of residual 
fuel oil in the two districts.” 

Large savings might be made by 
changing the mix to 40 per cent 
coal and 60 per cent oil, he added. 

He suggested that colloidal fuel 
manufacturing plants might be in- 
stalled as follows: Three each in 
New York and Chicago and two 
each in Boston, Philadelphia, Pitts- 
burgh, Baltimore, Detroit, Kansas 
City, Mo., and St. Louis. Each of 
the 20 plants would have an annual 
capacity of 600,000 barrels. In ad- 
dition, five plants might be placed 
with industries which would con- 
sume the mixture themselves. 

The plan proposes use of soft 
coal, although both bituminous and 
anthracite have been tested. 


BLOCK LEADERS PRAISED 
FOR WORK IN FLOOD AREA 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP).— 
Some 600 women block leaders of 
Fort Smith, Ark., shared praise 
yesterday from Civilian Defense 
Director James M. Landis, who 
commended them for “exemplary 
service in handling water ration- 
ing.” 

Water meters in Fort Smith were 
turned off during the floods along 
the Arkansas River and civilian 
defense block leaders were re- 
quested to establish distribution 
points for a daily ration of five 
gallons a person, Landis explained. 
Within a few hours, these leaders 
had established a rationing sys- 
tem affecting 45,000 persons. 

“This is an excellent example,” 
Landis said, “of how civilian de- 
fense workers, trained to meet a 
specific war danger can respond to

BOMBER LOSSES EXPECTED TO INCREASE

HE tremendous air offensive

received 2000 tons of bombs. This is the true strategic use of air 
power, striking not at the enemy armed forces, but at the sources of 
his strength, at the industria] plants which forge his weapons and 
make it possible for him to fight at all. 


The effects of the great air of- 
fensive must be growing and 
spreading throughout Western 
Germany with every raid; and 
they will probably continue to 
grow for a time. The mists of 
May in Northern Europe give way 
to clearer weather in June, which 
is probably the best month for 
bombing in all the calendar of the 
North European coastal plain 
where Germany is situated. This 
June, Germany will suffer the tor- 
ments of the damned. 

But it is necessary, in order to 
preserve our sense of balance, to 
remember that Germany will not 
suffer those torments without seek- 
ing to do something about it. There 
is only one thing to do about 
bombing attacks, and that is to 
build fighters to shoot down the 
bombers. The Luftwaffe is al- 
ready concentrating its fighter 
strength in Western Germany and 
the occupied regions in France 
and the Low Countries, and this 
concentration is showing results. 
For example, 27 bombers out of 
500 were lost in the Duesseldorf 
raid. A greater proportion of 
losses may be expected as the Ger- 
man fighter strength increases. It 
will increase, because, as German 
strategy shifts more and more to 
the defensive, German production 
shifts more and more to defensive 
weapons. 

Rising Loss Curve. 

There is no question that Ger- 
man aircraft production, in par- 
ticular, is now turning to the manu- 
facture of fighters, which can be 
turned out more rapidly, and more 
cheaply, than bombers. 

For the next few months, there- 
fore, we may expect to see a steady 
increase in German defensive air 
power, and therefore a slowly ris- 
ing curve of bomber losses. During 
this time, the bombers will be re- 
ducing the German *capacity to 
build fighters or indeed any other 
sort of plane by attacking the in- 
dustrial centers where such things 
are produced. The real struggle 
will revolve around the ability of 
the Allied air forces to build up 
their scale of attack to such a 
leve]) that the Germans will no 
longer be able to make an ade- 
quate reply. As long as the curve 
of German fighter production is 
rising, the bombers have not won. 

We must be careful not to ex- 


pect too much from the great air 
attacks. They represent air pow- 
er acting alone, but they are—in 
relation to the war as a whole— 
really preparatory in their nature. 
They are like the artillery “fires 
of preparation” in the last war. 
There was always the question 
whether a short, sharp barrage 
followed by swift infantry assault 
was better than a long drawn out 
barrage which did more damage 
but gave the enemy longer to take 
defensive measures in areas be- 
yond the reach of the artillery. 
Just so with these aerial fires 
of preparation. They do vast 
damage, but they are not likely 
to be decisive in themselves. They 
prepare the way for the coming 
of invasion, for the co-ordinated 
action of all arms which has as its 
object the complete overthrow of 
the enemy’s will and power. It 
may be argued that the better 
their work is done, the less will 
be the cost in lives and material 
of the decisive operations; but this 
is true only in a limited sense, 
and the limiting factor, ds with 
the artillery bombardments of 
1914-18, is the factor of time. 


Allies’ Problem. 


The longer we postpone the de- 
cisive blow, the longer the enemy— 
who knows it is coming-—has to 
make his preparations to meet it. 
Moreover, as long as only those 
elements of the enemy power 
which have to do with antiaircraft 
defense are actively engaged by 
British-American forces, the great- 
er freedom of action the enemy 
has with those other elements of 
his power (land forces and bomb- 
ing aviation) which he can use 
against our Russian Allies but 
cannot use against the United 
States and only to a limited ex- 
tent against Great Britain. 


The questions of how much of 
our total resources to put.into the 
preparatory air attacks, and how 
long to continue them before com- 
mencing ‘operations in which we 
shall seek to engage, in whole or 
in part, these other elements of 
German fighting strength, call for 
the most careful and considered 
judgment, weighing on the one 
hand the actual degree to which 
the air attacks may be expected to 
reduce the enemy’s ability to fight

Value of a Science Museum. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE residents of Portland place are 

called upon to decide whether the 
St. Louis Academy of Science may use 
the Faust home as a museum. In mak- 
ing their decision, they surely realize 
the degree to which the public interest 
rests in their hands. 

St. Louis is almost unique. It is one 
of the very few major cities without a 
museum of science—a type of institu- 
tion that has demonstrated beyond ques- 
tion its value in modern society. In 
comparable American cities, over 30 mil- 
lion dollars have been invested in build- 
ings alone for science museums, which 
are visited annually by some 10 million 
people. 

The practicality of the proposal to 
house the Academy museum in a resi- 
dential building need not cloud the is- 
sue. In Baltimore, the Maryland Acad- 
emy of Science has installed its museum 
in a house on St. Charles street and 
there conducts a full program of activi- 
. ties. The Cleveland Museum of Nat- 

ural History occupies a Euclid avenue 

mansion. The justly ‘famous Brooklyn 

Children’s Museum carries on its great 
‘ ‘work in two old houses. 

If the people of Portland place under- 
stand what a science museum can mean 
to a city, they will appreciate the full 
significance of the decision they must 
make. As an example of what it does 
mean to one city, the Buffalo Museum 
of Science was faced a few years ago 
with the necessity of closing its doors 
on Sundays because a depression budget 
had curtailed the guard force. Rather 
than let this happen, the men of the 
National Guard regiment volunteered to 
serve, and for months the halls were 
cheerfully policed by uniformed soldiers 
so that the people of Buffalo might con- 
tinue to use their museum seven days 
a week. St. Louisans’ opportunity for 
a museum like that rests with Portland 
place.

BOMBING—PRELUDE TO INVASION. 


When Winston Churchill addressed Congress a 
week ago, he discussed aerial bombing, and said, 
with his characteristic grim humor: 

Opinion is divided as to whether the use of 
air power could by itself bring about the collapse 
of Germany or Italy. The experiment is well 
worth trying, so long as other measures are not 
excluded. Well, there is certainly no harm in 
finding out. But, however that may be, we are 
all agreed that the damage to the enemy’s war 
potential is enormous. 

The experiment is now under way, and it is be- 


ing conducted with all the concentration, careful 
and exacting skill of a scientist in a laboratory. 

On the military fronts of the war against Hitler 
and Mussolini, a state of quiet has developed since 
the Allied victory in North Africa and the slowing 
down of action in Russia. Obviously, the Allies are 
using this period for disposing their land and sea 
forces in preparation for the attack upon Hitler’s 
Festung Europa, The period is also being used for 
subjecting Fortress Europe to the most intense 
series of bombing attacks known to history. 

From the fortified islands at the toe of the 
Italian boot to the industrial plants far inside Ger- 
many and its subject states, British and American 
bombers are unloading their tons of deadly freight, 
night after night and day after day. 

This is no random course of destruction, no blitz 
against civilian centers,-such as the Luftwaffe pur- 
sued during a great part of its 10-month onslaught 
against the British Isles. It is a systematic cam- 
paign against the centers of Axis military power 
and military production, mapped by specialists and 
carried out with uncanny accuracy by the R. A, P. 
and the United States Air Forces. 

Whether or not the Continent is invaded via Italy, 
Mussolini's defenses must be knocked out in order 
to insure safe operations in the Mediterranean. 
Nazi-held Channel ports suffer battering raids from 
time to time, but the greater weight of aerial strik- 
ing power is reserved for the war factories, power 
plants, bases and transportation lines of the Reich 
itself. Duesseldorf, Dortmund, Kiel, Cologne, Ham- 
burg, Essen, Bremen—one by one and over and 
over, the Detroits and Pittsburghs and St. Louises 
of Nazi Germany are feeling the shattering impact 
of block-busters. 

The blitz on Britain was tremendous, but the 
present series of ‘round-the-clock Allied raids is far 
greater. The biggest Nazi bombing of London was 
on the night of April 16, 1941, when 450 tons of 
bombs were dropped. In the attack on Dortmund 
last Sunday night, the R. A. F. dropped 2000 tons 
of bombs—more than four times the peak of Nazi 
striking power. More planes, bigger planes and 
bigger bombs are spreading devastation over the 
Reich on a scale that Britain never saw at the 
height of its ordeal. 

The morale and stamina of the German people 
may prove unbreakable, though that remains to be 
seen, but there can be no denying that the Nazis’ 
actual physical power is reduced each time a war 
plant is destroyed or damaged. 

A British authority estimated weeks ago that 
German steel-production capacity had been reduced 
20 per cent by bombing action, and many more 
plants have been wrecked since then. The transport 
system, vital in moving troops and equipment to 
resist invasion, has suffered severely; around 25 
per cent of all the Reich’s locomotives are reported 
destroyed or severely damaged, and a large part 
of the waterway system was made useless by the 
destruction of the two Ruhr dams last week. The 
same brilliant exploit accounted for 70 per cent of 
the electric power output of that area. 

Heavy losses of bombing planes are being suf- 
fered by the attacking forces, but the proportion is 
not considered too high for the results being 
achieved. To invade the powerfully fortified Con- 
tinent is a tremendous task, and high casualty lists 
are to be expected. By every degree that the Con- 
tinent’s defenses are weakened by bombing attacks, 
the Allies’ losses in the coming invasion will be re- 
duced correspondingly. The European fortress is 
being “softened up” for the coming assault, just 
as a skillful boxer wears down his opponent before 
trying for a knockout punch. 

If Axis Europe cracks under the constant bom- 
bardment and begs for mercy, so much the better. 
But Mr. Churchill plainly is not counting on any 
such development, for he says that “other measures” 
are not to be excluded, The zealots of air power 
may disagree, but there has never been any dis- 
proof, even in the heyday of the Luftwaffe, of Lieut. 
Gen. Joseph Stilwell’s statement that before an 
area can be conquered, “a man must be sent to 
stand on it.” The intensive bombing campaign is 
a prelude to invasion, scarcely a substitute for it, 
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DONALD NELSON STICKS HIS NECK OUT. 

This is the day to put the name of Donald Nelson 
in the same book with that of King Canute. Yes, 
and it is the day to mark him as the more ambitious 
of the two. After all, the old Danish conqueror of 
England sought to do no more than stop the tide. 
But the pride of Hannibal, through his War Produc- 
tion Board, is attempting to freeze women’s fashions. 

Present wardrobes are to be kept Yh style, accord- 
ing to the WPB publicity people, but there is also 
to be opportunity for “creative design.” If that 
formula works—and if we know our feminine fash- 
ions—it is going to be the neatest trick of the war. 
It is going to make permanence and change equal 
to each other. 

Perhaps it can be done, but it may be best to 
reserve judgment until we hear what answer the 
daring Mr. Nelson will have the first time his wife 
turns her back on a closet full of dresses and says 
she simply has “not one single thing to wear.”

NAZI PROPAGANDA ABOUT U-BOATS. 

Allied sources say that progress is being made 
in the war on Hitler’s No. 1 weapon, the submarine, 
and, strange to say, Nazi spokesmen are admitting 
it. Their claims of tonnage sunk show sharp de- 
creases for the last two months. Dispatches from 
Germany show a curious conflict in explanations 
of the reduced toll, however. 

A Berlin naval spokesman was quoted Tuesday 
as saying that the U-boats were encountering 
stronger defensive measures, both in the air and at 
sea. But a Stockholm report of only a few days 
ago, quoting a German press service, said that the 
sinkings had decreased because the submarines 
could not find any Allied shipping at sea. This 
alleged state of affairs led the Berlin writer to 
deduce that the Allies are assembling ships some- 
where for an invasion of Europe. 

The first explanation sounds like an accurate one, 
but it isn’t necessarily the whole truth. Even if 
shipping is being concentrated for an attack on 
Europe, there are many types of craft which would 


| not be useful for this purpose, and they would con- 


tinue to travel the supply routes as usual. But the 
crafty Admiral Doenitzs may well be holding back 
his U-boat fleet, now estimated to number 600, for 
an all-out assault when the invasion begins, It is 
probably the Nazi propagandists’ hope that their 
pessimistic stories about U-boat activities will cause 
the Allied leaders to feel secure and relax their 
precautions. 

Progress undoubtedly is being made in fighting 
the U-boats, but the battle is still far from won. 


MR. ROOSEVELT TO THE RUBBER STRIKERS. 

President Roosevelt has said to the strikers in 
the rubber plants exactly what needed to be said. 
“These strikes are inexcusable ... a defiance of 
the War Labor Board, a challenge to government 
by law and a blow against the effective prosecution 
of the war. They must not be permitted to con- 
tinue any longer. ... It is shocking ... that any 
group... would impede... the production of the 
materials . .. needed for our war effort. 
Orderly procedures exist for a review of your griev- 
ances, but those procedures cannot be made ayail- 
able to you in the face of a strike against the 
security of this nation. ...I direct... all... to 
return to work ‘at once.” 

The President has acted firmly, but we believe 
he should act more firmly still. He is absolutely 
right in saying that strikes under present conditions 
are inexcusable; he is right in saying that they are 
“a challenge to government by law;” and the logical 
next step would be acceptance by government of 
the challenge and enactment of measures that 
would prevent any further defiance. 

Why should strikes be allowed to occur when the 
nation has demanded mediation and set up the 
proper machinery for it? Why should not the War 
Labor Board be armed with real authority, be em- 
powered to subpena witnesses and records and to 
enforce its rulings? Suspension of production should 
not be permitted—it is a loss that can never be re- 
gained. The best time to stop a war strike is 
before it starts. '

SAILOR JONES SAYS A MOUTHFUL. 

The House has passed the Marcantonio bill out- 
lawing the poll tax as a prerequisite to voting in 
Federal elections, and now the measure goes to the 
Senate, whose members will, we hope, take heed of 
the impromptu, unofficial and sapient remarks ut- 
tered in the lower chamber by Sailor Evan Owen 
Jones Jr., signalman second class, U. S. Navy. 

Sailor Jones called the signals on Congress in 
what seemed to us a first-class manner. Rising in 
the visitors’ gallery of the House, and planting his 
feet on the railing, he wanted to know why a man 
has to pay tribute for the right to vote. “You don’t 
have to pay to fight.” 

The sailor was speaking of the democratic prin- 
ciple of fair and equal treatment for all men, which 
is at stake in the poll-tax legislation, and he could 
hardly have selected a more telling precedent than 
the equality of sacrifice in the armed forces. The 
impassioned plea of this youngster for simple jus- 
tice should spur on the bill’s proponents and should 
shame away the opposition of Senators whose selfish 
interests lie in denying full citizenship to the poor 
white and the Negro. 
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TO THE HONOR OF THE SENATE. 

The members of the Senate Appropriations Sub- 
committee honored themselves this week when they 
heeded the eloquent plea of Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes in behalf of Robert Morss Lovett and voted 
to strike from a deficiency appropriation bill the 
House rider which would have ousted him—together 
with William’ E. Dodd and Goodwin Watson of the 
FCC—from their Federal positions by withholding 
money for their pay. 

Such condemnation without trial in the case of 
the 73-year-old Secretary of the Virgin Islands 
would have been just what Secretary Ickes called 


it—‘“a performance which this democracy cannot 


tolerate.” It would surely have been unconstitu- 
tional, not only as an invasion of the President's 
powers, but also as.a bill of attainder. It would 
have been a most unfair slur on “a loyal, patriotic 
American, and one who is rendering a real service 
to the people of the Virgin Islands and the United 
States.” 

Prof. Lovett was defended not only by hig chief, 
but also by the business people of the Virgin Islands 
and their newspapers, including the anti-administra- 
tion Daily News. He was further defended against 
the smears of the Dies and the Kerr committees by 
men of the eminence of Thomas W. Lamont, Mor- 


| gan board chairman, and Judge Learned Hand. 


But important as the Senate subcommittee’s ac- 
tion was to the reputation of a fine teacher, editor 
and public servant, it was far more important to 
the preservation of American liberties. 
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VICTORY FOR CIVIL SERVICE. 

The St. Louis Civil Service Commission has won 
a basic victory in the decision of Circuit Judge 
Charles B, Williams that the Board of Aldermen 
had no authority to cut the salary of the Director 
of Personnel, R. Elliott Scearce. The commission 
set $8000 as the annual compensation of the admin- 
istrator of the new merit system at the City Hall. 
The sum was none too high for a good man. Had 
the authority of the Board of Aldermen to step in, 
scale down the salary and otherwise take charge 
of civil service been sustained, the merit system 
would have been undérmined at the beginning. The 
question has now been taken to the State Supreme 
Court for final determination.

FRIEND had called up the Seamen’s 
A wnion and had invited four sailors to 

her house for an evening of supper, 
beer and talk. Several of us were asked to 
meet and help entertain the merchant mar- 
iners, and we did go, and we had a high- 
ly instructive time. 


The four men ranged in ages from 22 
to 48; they came from widely separated 
states of the Union, and spoke in varied 
Shades of Yankee accent and slang. But 
they had this in common: they had sur- 
vived a recent torpedoing of their ship in 
the North Atlantic, had shared the same 
lifeboat with number of other survivors, 
had undergone hunger and hardship for 
more than two weeks, had been rescued 
and brought to Boston. Now they were in 
New York, tranquilly waiting to be shipped 
out again into the danger zone. 

Most of us had read the report of their 
ordeal in the press. But here they were in 
person, with the scars of their adventure 
still etched in their lean, brown faces, The 
fact of the presence of these heroes in the 
flesh lent piquancy to the evening, and 
I am afraid that it was with difficulty 
that we refrained from prodding them with 
questions even before they had a decent 
chance to stoke up on food and drink. But 
later, comfortably sprawled in the living 
room, they were ready enough to spin 
yarns for their supper. 


How a Torpedoing Feels. 


“Tell us,” one of the guests prompted, 
“how it felt when the torpedo hit the boat.” 
One of the sailors chuckled and said: 
“It’s kinda hard to describe, miss. And I 


don’t think you’d be able to describe it 


either if you suddenly felt yourself going 
miles deep under water and then coming 
up, years later, to find the whole top of 
the ocean near your ship a mass of flam- 
ing oil. It takes a gpecial kind of gift to 
swim through burning oil. I didn’t have 
the knack, I guess, so I got this souvenir.” 

He indicated his left hand, still swathed 
in bandages, and from which, he said, two 
fingers were missing. 

This shocking prelude brought questions 
popping; and the three younger mariners 
proved amiable and articulate narrators. 
Between them, often interrupting each oth- 
er, they spun a tale of horror and heroism 
that for an hour had us sitting on the edges 
of our chairs. 

Boasting? Not a bit. They spilled facts 
simply, baldly, as if reading them out of a 
dry logbook. But the cumulative impact 
of their narrative stunned us, We sat for 
a long spell in silence, which was broken 
when our hostess turned to the oldest of 
the sailors. 

“Do you know, you haven’t told us a 
word of what happened to you.” 


A Veteran Seaman Speaks, 


The tanned, wrinkled seaman, premature- 
ly white-haired at 48, knocked the ashes 
from his pipe, methodically reloaded it from 
his pouch, and said quietly: “If you ask 
me, it’s just a lot of old malarkey.” 


“Do you mean to say,” our hostess cried, 
“that these stories aren't true?” 


“Of course they're true, ma'am. I was 
right there with the kids, and I know. 
What I mean to say is: Why in hell all 
the fuss? What's so awful about two weeks 
in a lifeboat? Why ma’am, I spent whole 
years adrift, hungry, near famished, with- 
out pilot or anchor, and no one tossed me 
a life-line. No one seemed to care a 
damn.” 

There was a murmur of disbelief and one 
of the young seamen even laughed. Then 
the elderly mariner went on evenly: 


“It’s like this, I served as a private in 


the last war. Got cited for bravery in ac- 
tion in France. O. K. Hero stuff. Come 
home a great guy. O. K. Well, the hero 
stuff fades out and I’m stuck with a medal 
and an empty messkit. No job. Oh, now 
and then a bit of part-time work, but in 
between there were long stretches of pound- 
ing the pavement and soup lines and lousy 
flophouses and cold and hunger. Years of 
it. Drives you batty. Damn sight worse 
than being heaved out of your hammock 
when your ship gets scuttled by a sub. 


“Tell you why. You take you're in a 
lifeboat with nothing all around you but 
sea and wind and sky. You know al! these 
things are against you, and the sharks 
scraping the lifeboat are against you. And 
they ain’t human-—they ain’t got human 
hearts, the sea and the wind and the sky 
and the sharks—they ain't talking your lan- 
guage. 


Adrift in a Big City. 


“O. K. So you don’t hate ‘em. You just 
accept ’em and try to beat ’em if you can. 


“Now it’s different when adrift in a big 
city, hungry and without a hammock for 
your bones. There's people all around you, 
Your own kind. Speak your own language. 
Only they don’t speak! Some of ‘em well 
off, too, able to help, but they pass you by 
like you was scummy sea-weed. 


“It's as if you were in the lifeboat and 
a rescue ship sailed close by and never 
stopped, but just tooted a foghorn to give 
you the horselaugh. And, there’s not just 
20 of us adrift in the city, but hundreds 
of thousands of us. But we're not news. 
We're scuttled and sunk by a sort of eco- 
nomic torpedo, but we're not news, not 
heroes, and nobody invites us for cocktails.

“Anyhow, when you folks get all hot and 
excited about a few guys in a lifeboat, it 
makes me laugh. We're interesting because 
we're novel. Even in the best years, there's 
guys sinking all around you, and You don’t 
give 'em a tumble. Old stuff. Stale stuff. 
O. K. And it'll be just the same after this 
war. Hero medals don’t weather well. They 
get tarnished quick. And there may be 
millions of us scuttled in the so-called pip- 
ing days of peace.

“And it appears to me you'd all be a 
smart sight wiser to think and plan for 
those long lean years ahead than to get 
all gushy-mushy’ about a handful of us 
sailors spending two weeks in an open boat.

“Liberty, Employment and Ne More Wars.” by 
Theodore K. Quinn. (Hastings House, New York.) 
RIPING from a background as factory 
foreman, auditor, sales manager, buési- 
ness executive and advertising expert, the 
author of this book is rather more liberal 
in his views that one would expect. . 
He condemns all forms of extreme cen- 
tralization, whether it be in business, labor 
or government, as essentially inhuman, 
basically un-American and inevitably lead- 
ing toward oppression, despotism and silav- 
ery. Yet he is not without a brief for 
capitalism, asserting that under a capital- 
istic economy the common man is now and 
always has been most prosperous, that the 
increase in size of industrial and commey- 
cial units has actually increased the ration 
of wage payments to interest and dividends, 
These views are somewhat divergent, 
since capitalism leads by a natural process 
of evolution to centralization, to an effo 
to reduce costs. - 
The present war, Mr. Quinn tells us, has 
developed the irresistible American spirit, 
and now we face the future with renewed 
purpose and high resalve for a better world, 
— a * 


Showing some evidence of having been 
hurriedly written, doubtless to take advan- 
tage of the present wave of public interest 
in such matters, the book contains little 
fundamentally new, socially or economical- 
ly. Despite the author's high ideals, wish- 
ful thinking and enthusiastic aversions, it 
remains likely that, after the stimulating 
effect of the present war is over, after the 
tumult and shouting die, our economy will 
settle down to its old methods of doing 
business, with the usual amount of bicker- 
ing, cutthroat competition, unemployment, 
lack of interest in public affairs and many 
other things typical of a highly compli- 
cated industrial society in which the profit 
motive always has been a prime mover. 

Social progress moves slowly, and it is 
not to be expected that the enthusiasm and 
unity of purpose exhibited in a great war 
will radically revamp our way of living, 
that Mr. Quinn's Utopian dream of halcyon 
days will be even remotely realized. 

Nevertheless, his book has a stimulating 
effect, is easy reading, unhampered by 
dreary statistics, and is a very entertaining 
exposition of the status quo, the events 
leading thereto and various other matters 
of interest to the general reader.

Biography of a Pioneer Editor. 
“Kendall of the Picayune,”” by Fayette Copeland, 
(University of Oklahoma Press, Norman, Ok.) 

EORGE WILKINS KENDALL, founder 
of the New Orleans Picayune, had so 
adventurous a life that Hervey Allen bor- 
rowed some of its episodes to embellish the 
tale of his fictional hero, Anthony Adverse. 
Born in New Hampshire in 1809, Kendall 
made journalistic history in Louisiana, then 
became a loyal adopted son of Texas, in 
whose annexation to the Union he played 
@ major role. In 1841, he joined an ill- 
fated Texas expedition to Santa Fe, was 
taken prisoner by Mexican troops and en- 
dured great hardships in his seven-month 
captivity, part of it in a Mexico City leper 
hospital. He ardently advocated war with 
Mexico, and when it came, accompanied 
the armies as the first modern war corre- 
spondent. He traveled in Europe, reported 
the revolutions of 1848 for the Picayune, 
married secretly in Paris, and later took 
his family to Texas, where he developed a 
sheep ranch under ardous conditions. 
Despite his wanderings, Kendall was a 
vital force on the Picayune, and remained 
a remarkable and able combination of re- 
porter, correspondent, editor and publisher 
to the end. His biographer, professor of 
journalism at the University of Oklahoma,

A Revolutionary Instrument. 

REVIOUS to the Russian rev- 
P olution, there were internation- 

al socialist and labor move- 
ments with affiliations in every 
European country. But since there 
was no socialist country, there was 
no leading power or visible na- 
tional leadership. 

In 1919, after the success of the 
Bolshevik Socialists in Russia, 
Lenin founded the Third Interna- 
tional. This was completely logi- 
cal for in Lenin’s concept the 
Russian revolution was only the 
start of the world revolution, and 
Russia was not even the main ob- 
ject in the world revolution. 

This attitude was illustrated 
when Trotsky concluded the treaty 
of Brest Litovsk with Germany, 
under which large portions of the 
Russian empire—notably'§ the 
Ukraine—were given up. The 

_theory back of this was that it did 

mot matter whether the Ukraine 
was under Russian or German con- 
trol, because the world revolution 
-would wash’out nationalism any- 
how.

The concept of Lenin and Trotsky 
..was that it would be impossible to 
maintain the Russian revolution 
in a capitalist world. They await- 
ed the outbreak of the revolution 
in all the highly-industrialized Eu- 
ropean countries, and the Comin- 
tern was a genuinely revolution- 
“ery instrument. But by the time 
“of Lenin’s death, in January, 1924, 
it was clear that his calculations 
had failed. Astonishingly enough,

theory, Russia had been success- 
ful in defeating the- internal and 
externally-inspired counter-revolu- 
tions, while not even the strongest 
Communist parties in Europe, not 
even those in defeated and chaotic 
countries,*had achieved their own 
revolutions.

In the fight over the successor- 
ship to Lenin, between Stalin and 
Trotsky, is to be seen the nucleus 
of the recent developments. Stalin’s 
idea was “socialism in one coun- 
try,” as a master-picture of what 
could be achieved. Trotsky clung 
to Marxian theory that this was 
both impossible and a betrayal of 
the world revolutionary idea, In 
Trotsky’s opinion the Comintern 
took precedence over the Soviet 
Union. The Soviet Union wag but 
one victory of the Comintern, and 
even the life of the Soviet Union 
was worth risking for greater pur- 
poses. 

The successive purges in Russia 
have been purges of this idea, and 
historically, it was not by chance, 
that the first man to be shot as a 
result of the trials, was Zinoviev, 
the first president of the Comin- 
tern,

Why the Comintern Survived. 

NDER these circumstances, 

considering the fact that the 
Russian Communist Party has al- 
ways controlled the Comintern, 
with stern authoritarian leader- 
ship, why was it not dissolved after 
the final victory of Stalin over 
Trotsky, 15 years ago? 

It was not dissolved because 
Stalin saw in it a useful instru- 
ment for a quite different purpose 
than the one for which it was orig- 
inally formed. 

Stalin transformed the branches 
of the Comintern into outposts of 
Russian policy in the capitalistic 
countries. He feared an attack of 
the capitalist world, by one coun- 
try or a coalition, on the Soviet 
Union. +The sole task of the Comin- 
tern therefore, was to prevent this 
by awakening sympathy for the 
Soviet Union amongst the workers, 
and, fm case they failed to prevent 
war, to upset the war machinery 
by strikes, sabotage and if pos- 
sible revolution. 

During this phase Communist 
policy was for military prepared- 
ness in Russia, and anti-militaris- 
tic and pacificist in every other 
country. During this phase many 
“front” organizations were built up 
amongst liberal and pacifist 
groups, such as the organization 
whose name is cu:npletely reveal- 
ing: “The League Against War 
and Fascism.” 

But this policy, in its turn, was 
overthrown by the historical 
events.

POSTWAR RISE IN HOME 
BUILDING PREDICTED 


Lumber Executive Expects 
More Prefabrication, Little 
Change in Design. 


NEW YORK, May 27 (AP).— 
While the average American’s first 
desire after the war probably will 
be to get a thick sirloin steak, his 
second may well be to get a good 
house to cook it in, says Dr. Wilson 
Compton, secretary of the National 


Lumber Manufacturers’ 
tion. 

In a speech to a postwar build- 
ing plans discusson at a meeting 
of the National Industrial Confer- 
ence Board yesterday, he predicted 
that new homes might be built at 
the rate of one million family units 
a year for 10 years as a result of 
postwar conditions. This compares 
with an average of 712,000 a year 
in the 1920s and as few as 54,000 
in the depression year of 1933. 

“The increased demand for new 
housing may well be greater than 
anyone has estimated,” Compton 
said. “Haif the country’s house- 
holders have preferred to rent 
rather than to own. But the de- 
pressed 1930s and the curtailed war 
years have largely added to the 
classification of householders who 
are heartily sick of makeshift quar- 
ters and through war savings are 
accumulating money for home pur- 
chase.” 

Not Revolutionary in Design. 

The postwar house will not be 
revolutionary in design, Compton 
predicted, but will be compact and 
more convenient than present 
homes, 

Many concerns now prefabricat- 
ing houses to meet Government 
and war workers’ needs will turn 
to prefabricating “building parts 
which the builder can incorporate 
at substantia: job savings.” 

“Kitchens complete with equip- 
ment, bathrooms containing fix- 
tures and plumbing ready to but- 
ton up; recreation porches which 
can be attached as units or added 
to existing dwellings, promise to 
become devices as common as mill- 
made doors and windows,” he said. 

Other gadgets which might be 
found in the new houses include 
factory produced panels to serve 
as interior walls, which may be 
moved to change the size and 
shape of rooms as family require- 
ments shift; assembled floor sec- 
tions ready to be laid down, and 
prefabricated wall units for exte- 
riors “which will be no more diffi- 
cult to fit into structures of dis- 
tinctive dimensions and designs 
than it’is now to fit individual 
boards—perhaps not as difficult, 
and it may mean substantial sav- 
ings.” 

Warns Against “Normalcy.” 

James B. Carey, secretary-treas- 

urer of the Congress of Industrial 
Organizations, said last night the 
postwar United States ought to of- 
fer “an opportunity for the busi- 
ness man to make profits and for 
every individual to use bis abilities 
to the utmost to make a decent 
living and enjoy the intellectual 
and cultural fruits of civilization.” 
Speaking before 2000 executives 
of the Nationa] Industrial Confer- 
ference Board, business research 
organization, Carey asserted a re- 
turn to “normalcy” would not solve 
the country’s postwar problems. 
“The failure to accept the neces- 
sity for a new approach (to eco- 
nomic and social problems) gave

Isaac Hedges, chairman of the 
Kiel Auditorium Commission, said 
it was inconceivable that a time- 
honored institution such as the St.

An Associated Press 
survey showed that of 69 Senators 
willing to commit themselves, 36 
favor the amendment and 33 op- 
pose it. 

“I believe the Senate will reject 
the amendment,” George said. “If 
it is adopted, it will be a positive 
declaration that we are not will- 
ing to adjust tariffs, trade restric- 
tions and trade barriers in the 
postwar era.” 

Republicans, led by Senator Van- 
denberg of Michigan, have chal- 
lenged this interpretation of the 
amendment which a_ coalition 
group placed in the bill by an 11- 
to-10 vote in committee. 

The administration seems likely 
to need several ‘Republican votes 
if it is to defeat the amendment, 
for nine Democrats joined 26 
Republicans and a Progressive to 
make up the 86 favoring the 
amendment. 

There is a disposition in some 
quarters to regard a proposal by 
Senator O'Mahoney (Dem.), Wy- 
oming, giving: Congress the same 
right to approve agreements as is 
held by the legislative bodies of 
the countries with which they are 
concluded, as likely to command 
maximum opposition strength. 

In a radio address last night, 
O’Mahoney urged his colleagues 
not to write themselves off as 
“futile functionaries” by delegat- 
ing the tariff adjustments power 
to the executive departments for 
another two years without giving 
Congress a veto on agreements it 
might find objectionable, 

“The fact is that Congress, dur- 
Ing a period of almost 50 years,” 
he said, “has been gradually giv- 
ing away its legislative power to 
boards and commission which it 
has created and which now consti- 
tute an executive bureaucracy that 
threatens the very existence of our 
traditional system of government.”

surance salesman from New Or- 
leans. 

At the wheel of the Liberator 
covering his tail was the comrade 
with whom he shares a patchy hut 
on the hilltop high above the fad- 
ing green of New Guinea’s au- 
tumnal hills. It was Lieut. Milton 
J. Porter, 24, Kokomo, Ind., who 
went direct from Wabash College, 
where he had been a last-year pre- 
medical student, into the  pilot’s 
seat. Porter just passed his 200th 
combat hour in New Guinea and 
both got plenty this morning to 
remember the event by. 

Encounter With Zeros. 

Less than an hour before, they 
had been battling nine Zeros at a 
point about 40 miles west of Lae. 
Returning from a long-range recon- 
naissance mission, they encoun- 
tered a large Japanese bombing 
group coming back from the Wau 
neighborhood, heading toward We- 
wak and Madang. 

“It was eight bombers and 20 
Zeros,” Menge related. “The Japs 
were twin-tailed bombers, and at 
first we thought they might be 
They were at 10,500 feet.” 

“And when we looked up we saw 
that there were Zeros stacked up 
behind like a regular staircase, in 
flights of five, all the way up to 
18,000 feet,” said Porter. 

Nine Zeros swooped down from 
their stepladder, reversed direction 
and’ began pursuing the two Amer- 
ican planes. The big B-24s went 
into a stiff dive and the mercury 
mounted, but the Zeros slowly over- 
hauled them, then pulled out 
ahead, and finally turned for head- 
on attack. They came on in a 
long, steady line, taking turns at 
attacking the two bombers. 

Jap Shell Knocks Out Motor. 

The first Zero, evidently the 
§ | squadron leader, sent a 20-mm. 
cannon’* shell full into the second 
motor on the right wing of the 
Mission Belle. But these sturdy 
B-24s, even with one motor out, 
have been known to climb high. 

The next Zero made an in- 
effectual pass at Porter’s plane. 
Bombardier Lieut. Thomas Dun- 
bar, Garlin, Ky., nafled him with a 
burst as he went by and disap- 
peared, smoking. 

Now it was the turn of the bom- 
bardier in the other ship Lieut. 
Edgard Digges, Laplate, Md. Dig- 
ges said: 

“T could see that Nip flying six 
streams of lead at me as he came 
on. I gave him a squirt and 
‘Hansome’ (Sergt. John Hanson 
Glendive Mont.), said he was 
smoking at the wingroots as he 
went by and consideged it unneces- 
sary to shoot at him again.” 

Hanson, however, collected one 
Zero for himself afterwards. In 
the other ship, Sergt. Clarence Al- 
bright, Muncie, Ind., said he saw 
the Japanese fighter pilot leap out 
and parachute down. Japanese 
pilots do not take to the silk over 
enemy country but are authorized 
to save themselves thus, when 
within their own lines. 

More Damage to Mission Belle. 

When Menge landed, there were 
two other holes made by cannon 
in his stabilizer and aileron. An- 
other bullet had gone clean 
through his propeller. 

“It seems to me Zeros are now 


opening up from twice as far away |, 


as before,” said Porter. 

Menge, who studied at Tulane, 
remarked that the Mission Belle 
had been shot up by the enemy 
in: two of its first three missions 
in the Southwest Pacific. 

The most remarkable accident 
was that of Gunner Sergt. William 
Kieser, Marengo, Pa., called by 
tent-mate officers “one hot rock 
of a gunner,” who got the fourth 
Japanese plane. 

“I was aiming my machine gun 
and then suddenly could not sight 
my weapon.” 

It was because a Japanese bul- 
let had clipped off the sight before 
his nose. Kieser saw pieces fly 
from his Zero. Dale Thornhill of 
Waketa, Ok., the outfit’s opera- 
tions office, related: “I saw Kie- 
ser’s Zero disintegrate.” 

Kieser already had bagged an- 
other Zero some days before over 
Gasmata. 

This was one of those “long-range 
armed reconnaissance jobs which 
B-24s carry out over territory 
where Zeros constantly await 
them. 
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HELICOPTER LINE PROPOSED — 
FOR FIVE EASTERN STATES 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP).— 
Skyway Corporation of Providence, 
R. I., applied to the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board yesterday for au- 
thority to operate a _ helicopter 
service between 53 cities in Con- 
necticut, Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, New York and Rhode 
Island. 

The application said the com- 
pany proposes to transport per- 
sons, mail and property, operating 
from land or water bases con- 
venient to the cities. The proposed 
service, the application said, “will 
not be competitive with estab- 
lished long distance transportation 
by airplanes, but will tend to sup- 
plement such air plane transpor- 
tation by supplying a rapid air 
service over relatively short dis- 
tances, 

The applicant said it does 


not 


now have any helitopters. 

Under its wartime rules, the CAB 
does not consider applications for 
new air routes, . 
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complete inventory and rights of 
a firm which builds the planes.

Help a Soldier’s Morale, OWI Says 


“When You Write Him, Forget That You 
Have Any Troubles,’ Agency Advises— 
.. Lists Rules on Preparing Mail. 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP).— 
The accent is on cheerful news, the 
Office of War Information indicat- 
ed today in outlining the kind of 
letters our soldiers like to receive 
from home. 

After a survey among men in 
armed forces in this* country and 
overseas in co-operation with the 
special service division of the Army 
Service Forces, the OWI advised: 

“Write about him and you. Re 
call the people he knew and the 
things he did. Tie in the things of 
today with the past in which he 
had @ part. When you start to 
write him, forget that you have any 
troubles, 

“Tell him about the good things 
that happen. Cheer him about the 
present afd the future. Write 
often. Don’t wait for his reply 
before writing. 

“The kind of letters he wants 
are the cheerful, newsy ones from 
his relatives and friends.”

Use V-mail forms whenever pos- 
sible; if not available, include your 
return address in the upper left- 
hand corner of the envelope, and 
allow plenty of white space on the 
envelope for forwarding data by 
the postmaster, 

Write on one side of the page. 
When letters are censored, the ma- 
terial actually is cut with scissors, 
thereby destroying the correspond- 
ing lines on the reverse side.

REVISED BUILDING CODE 
FOR CITY COMPLETED 


Proposal to-Be Submitted to 
Aldermen Kepresents 
6-Year Task. 


An 1895-page proposal, represent- 
ing the first complete revision of 
the Bt. Louls building code in about 
20 years, has been drawn up after 
nearly six years of work and will 
be submitted to city officials, W. 


OO, Muligardt, chairman of the 
steering committee in charge of 
the project, said today. 

Principal purpose of the revision, 
Muligardt said, was to provide 
cheaper and safer construction in 
the city, and to prescribe ‘addition- 
al health safeguards. 

One of the innovations in the 
proposed revision, he said, was au⸗ 
thorigzation of the use of welding 
in steel structures, which now is 
prohibited. He said welding Is 
faster and more economical than 
riveting, and that after the war 4 
large number of trained welders 
would be available. 

Mullgardt said also the proposed 
code contains regulations for in- 
stallation of air-conditioning equip- 
ment and permits more widespread 
use of glass bricks and glass ve- 
heer for building purposes. 

The revision was begun by the 
Works Progress Administration in 
19387 under the direction of a com- 
mittée appointed by Mayor Ber- 
nard F. Dickmann, which was 
composed of representatives of 
architectural, construction and en- 
gineering groups and city officials.

Louis last March. 

The proposed new pénsion sys- 
tem, which olosely follows the St. 
Louis police retirement plan, would 
replace the present system and 
provide increased retirement and 
disability benefits for firemen.

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Fatal Wounds in Africa Only Fifth 
Of Rate in Last War; Little Illness 


‘Remarkably Low Mortality’ Due to Trans- 
fusions, Sulfa Drugs, Rapid Evacuation 
by Air to Rear Hospitals.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 


NORTH AFRICA, May 25 (De- 


layed) (AP).—The American and 
British armies in North Africa 
are probably the healthiest expe- 
ditionary forces in the world, but 
with the dysentery and malaria 
season now entering into full 
virulence the strictest measures 
will continue, Maj. Gen. Ernest 
Marshall Cowell, British director 
of the Allied medical services, de- 
clared today. 

“No expeditionary force in his- 
tory has been better provided for 
medically,” the veteran medical 
commander said. “Washington and 
London have spared neither per- 
sonnel, equipment nor supplies to 
provide hospitalization and skilled 
professional treatment. The finest 
brains of the medical profession 
are here. Nearly 50,000 beds are 
avaiiablie.” 

Three factors—adequate stocks 
for blood transfusion, quick use of 
sulfa drugs and rapid evacuation 
to rear hospitals—have contrib- 
uted to “the remarkable low mor- 
tality” among the Allied wounded 
Cowell said. 

Few Wounded Die. 

“We don’t have complete sta- 
tistics yet, but deaths from wounds 
in this campaign were only a 
fraction-— perhaps one-fifth or 
less—of the rate established in the 
first World War.” 

He disclosed that American am- 
bulance planes had handled more 
than 15,000 cases, with the average 
flight covering 300 to 400 miles 
from the front, 

“Once a badly wounded man 
reaches the first medical installa- 
tion he has more than a fair 
chance of recovery and _ this 
chance increases at each stage 
further back. At one general hos-

Sanitation and Vaccination. 

Because of the universal use of 
vaccines and toxoids, no.  epi- 
demics have struck the Allied 
forces. Field medical units not 
only safeguard the troops against 
typhus, but they have also cleaned 
up pest holes in the native vil- 


lages. 

By mosquito control and the uni- 
versal administration of atabrin 
or mepacrine it is hoped to mini- 
mize malaria, but results must be 
awaited, Cowell declared, 

Cowell described the venereal 
disease situation as “not too bad, 
but it could be better. Organized 
recreation, education, athletics, 
discipline and propaganda are 
helpful. We can use all the ath- 
letic gear that the people of the 
United States and Britain can 
send us.” 

Gen. Cowell; who served in 
Flanders in 1940 and recalled that 
the German air force deliberately 
bombed British hospitals, ambu- 
lances and hospital ships, declared, 
“our medical services could never 
have functioned properly in North 
Africa without air superiority.” 

He added that the enemy in this 
theater had usually respected the 
Red Cross insignia.

Quieting the Shouting Child

66 HAVE four children, all go- 
| ing to school, and they drive 
me out of the houes with 

their shouts. They shout instead 


of talk. They asjt around the 
table in the evening and yell at 
each other, all together, so that 
their father and I are compelled to 
go to our own room and close the 
doors between, to have any peace. 
This is no exaggeration, Our house 
is bedlam because of this shouting. 
What can be done about it?” 


Leaving the room won't help. 
Some protest must be made, and 
it must be an effective one. Chil- 
dren do not need to shout in the 
house. They need to shout on the 
playground. They must extend 
themselves in the open air in or- 
der to grow in sound health, but 
they are not to shout within the 
house. 


My experience in this is that 
the children copy the speech of 
their elders. They learn to talk 
at home, from the family. If the 
family shout at the top of their 
voices, so will the children. Some 
people seem to shout naturally 
but one usually finds that they are 
hard of hearing. Or some member 
of the family is partially deafened. 


The best way to teach children

to speak within the house is to set 
them the example. Talk so softly 
that they must listen in order to 
hear. Don’t raise your voice at 
any time within the house, Don’t 
shout from room to room. Go to 
where the person to whom you 
want to speak is working and say, 
quietly, what you want him to 
hear, If the speech habit of the 
family is the quiet one, the chil- 
dren will not shout. 

It is natural for little children 
to come in from play with a shout, 
They are excited. They have been 
playing at the pitch of their spirits 
and their voices are tuned accord- 
ingly. Never hear what they say 
when they shout. Tell them in 
quiet tones that you cannot hear 
when they speak so loudly. They 
will quiet down to your voice level 
in a minute. Wait until then to 
hear them. 

Don’t interrupt a child who is 
talking if you can help it. That 
is, don’t drown him out by shout- 
ing him down. Quiet him with a 
word, a look, a gesture, but don’t 


talk while he is talkin in an ef- 


fort to silence him. That is the

best way to teach children noisy 
habits of speech. 

Insist that only one child speaks 
atatime., That will go far toward 
bringing quieter tones. Make a 
practice of having a silent hour 
daily. When there are school chil- 
dren, studying around the table, 
make study time the silent hour. 
Nobody is to speak save in neces- 
sity and that must be clearly 
proven. Books can be consulted, 
work done, without talk. Such an 
hour, or a given period, is good 
for all households and it does 
something for the poise of the 
chil@ren that is precious to their 
growth. 

All children, from infants to 
adolescents, need a silent period 
daily. Silence is soothing to the 
body and spirit. It rests while it 
recreates. A family that observes 
this quiet time will never be af- 
flicted with shouting children.

T is amazing how many perso.is 
[cs good education, eve: some 

teac’ ors of English, believe that 
there is an ironclad rule that the 
indefinite article “an” MUST be 
used before words beginning with 
“h” and which are .ccented on the 
second syllable, such as “an his- 


torical, an historian, an heroic, an 


hotel.” 

The truth is, there is no such 
“rule,” although some authorities 
observe that “an” is occasionally 
used before such words, especially 
in England. The Oxford Enplish 
Dictionary, however, fails to give it 
sanction, listing “a historian,” and 
stating flatly, “use ‘an’ before si- 
lent ‘h’ only.” 

Those who support the correct- 
ness of “an historical, an heroic, an 
hotel” with the naive explanation 
that, “The second syllable is ac- 
cented, you see,” should be asked, 
“Since when has the accen‘ of a 
word affected grammatical usage?” 
The answer is, of course, that it 
does not and can not, for the one 
has no conceivable connection with 
the other, either in grammar or 
logic. 

“An historical” is simply an ar- 
chaic form that survives from the 
day when “an,” an Anglo-Saxon 
word meaning “one,” was the only 
form of the indefinite article, and 
was used before all words regard- 
less of the accent or the spelling. 
But why make a sacred row of this 
obsolete form? Isn't English com- 
plicated and inconsistent enough 
as it is without cluttering it up 
further with rusty machinery for 
which no useful purpose now 
exists? 

Still, this particular column will, 
I am sure, cause a few readers to 
warn me asaternly, “I was taught 
that it is correct to say ‘an histori- 
cal, an heroic, an hotel,’ and re- 
gardless of what you say, I will 
keep on saying it!” And to them I 
say in advance, “So be it. But 
please be consistent and speak also 
of an hibiscus, an hydraulic brake, 
an hermetic seal, an humane act, 
an harmonica, and an hyena.”

Remove from fire; add 
orange juice, lemon juice and 
orange rind. Chill. Add one-half 
cup coconut. Turn into pie shell. 
Beat egg whites until foamy 


throughout; add sugar, two table- 
spoons at a time, beating after 
each addition until sugar is blend- 
ed. Then continue beating until 
mixture will stand in peaks. Pile 
lightly on filling. 
maining coconut. Bake in moder- 
ate oven (350 degrees) 15 minutes, 
or until delicately browned.

Tomorrow

ED isn't supposed to be a cool 
R cotor. but nothing looks cooler 

and more inviting than a quiv- 
ery red beet salad mold with 
shredded green or white cabbage 
slaw. On any warm May evening 
it’s an ideal way to serve your 
vegetables and salad all in one, 
and the fact that it can be got 
ready in the morning addg to its 
warm-weather charm. Serve it with 
a quickly assembled menu like to- 
day’s dinner, to get the most out 
of it. 

Beet Ring With Cole Slaw. 

One tablespoon gelatine, three 
tablespoons cold water, one and 
one-half cups hot water, one-half 
cup vinegar, two cups chopped or 
diced cooked beets, one-half cup 
sugar, two cups shredded cabbage, 
five tablespoons mayonnaise, three 
tablespoons pickle relish. 

Soak gelatine in cold water for 
five minutes; then add hot water 
and atir until dissolved. Add vine- 
gar, beets and sugar and pour into 
five-cup ring mold. Chill until 
firm. When ready to serve, dip 
into warm water to loosen and un- 
mold onto serving plate. Heap 
shredded cabbage into center of 
ring and serve with mayonnaise, to 
which the pickle relish has been 
added, or toss cabbage with may- 
onnaise mixture before placing in 
ring. Four to six servings.

Of Wartime 
Heart Trouble

“When the foeman bares his 
steel,

Our hearts are in our boots.” 

O sang the policeman in “The 
s Pirates of Penzance,” and I 

suppose every man and woman 
in our armed forces has had at 
one time or the other something 
of these feelings. As a young fel- 
low who had just made his first 
parachute jump said to me, “Any- 
body who tells you that he isn’t 
scared when he jumps into the air 
on that first occasion is a liar.” 

The heart, second only to the 
stomach is affected by emotions. 
Fear, anxiety and apprehension 
that you will not measure up to 
your responsibility and duty are 
emotions, and since they are rife 
in wartime, it is quite natural that 
we have problems for the heart 
specialist at this time. 

The problems divide themselves 
into two groups: first, what heart 
conditions in the recruit are seri- 
ous enough to warrant rejection 
for service; and, second, the treat- 
ment of the soldier who develops 
a nervous, irritable heart during 
active service. 
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I HAVE JUST READ some of 
the troubles of a heart specialist 
assigned to a draft board; it takes 
me back to World War I, The two 
greatest problems were what to 
do with an apparently healthy re- 
cruit who had a pulse disturbance 
and what to do with the otherwise 
healthy recruit whose ꝓlood pres- 
sure was jumpy. Both of these 
things are, as a matter of common 
experience, affected by emotions. 

Everybody has had the experi- 
ence of having the heart pound 
when facing some crisis, major or 
minor, such as waiting to go in 
and ask for a job, getting up the 
nerve to propose marriage, walk- 
ing down the aisle to get married, 
etc, etc. Some people’s hearts are 
more unstable than others, so we 
have the problem of the nervous 
young man who begins to have a 
fast heart rate whenever a medi- 
cal examiner puts a stethoscope on 
his chest. — 

The normal pulse rate is 70 to a 
minute. What -are they going to 
say about a fellow who has a rate 
of 120 persistently over many ex- 
aminations? The question is: Will 
he calm down after he gets in 
service, or will he be a lability 
when the guns begin to shoot and 
the foeman bares his steel? The 
English are more hard-boiled than 
we are and will take nearly any- 
body who has a pulse rate of 120. 
Slow pulses are not so much of a 
problem; nearly any of these are 
acceptable. 
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BLOOD PRESSURE is very 
much the same thing. It rises 
quickly and usually under emotion. 
The English haye continuously 
taken men for active service who 
have a blood pressure of 180 or 
over. 

The nervous heart of the soldier 
is an old story. It was described in 
detail by the Philadelphia physi- 
cian, Da Costa, in our own Civil 
War; he called it irritable soldier’s 
heart. In World War I we gave it 
a very fancy name, neuro-circu- 
latory asthenia. All we can say 
about it is that some people in 
military life develop a permanent- 
ly rapid pulse—up to 120 or 160— 
and are easily fatigued, nervous 
and irritable. 

My own experience was that 
nothing could ever be done with 
them and that they had better be 
sent back to civil life. This, how- 
ever, sets a bad precedent. Dr, 
Da Costa, in the Civil War time, 
felt that even though the treat- 
ment was long and troublesome, 
it would be better to assign these 
men to some sort of duty than to 
return them to their homes,

Fest’ Food 


ESPITE the rains, the back- 
Pyare food campaigns are now 

bringing their tasty rewards to 
thousands of St. Louis gardeners. 
Maturity dates, of course, were de- 
layed. My first picking of spinach, 
which should have matured in 40 
days, was 47 days after planting. 
The onions, instead of 30 days, took 
51 days to pulling time. 


Those of us who spaded coal 
ashes under when we prepared our 
garden soil have been especially 
lucky. The extra drainage helped 
in preventing surface puddling; 
helped the soil get back to work- 
able condition more quickly, Next 
year I’m sure even more gardeners 
will profit by the working under of 
coal ashes. It’s a good procedure 
for dry as well as wet springs. 


Have you noticed that some of 
the lower leaves of the spinach are 
turning yellow? The reason ex- 
plains another of the effects of the 
extra rainfall on our gardens. The 
soil has been packed down and 
saturated by the continual down- 
pours. The agricultural experts 
tell us that no “nitrification” can 
take place g¢without air in the soil. 
Spinach is an especially heavy 
“nitrate eater,” so it is one of the 
first of our vegetables to show the 
effect of the lack of air in the soil. 


As soon as we can use our hoes 
in between the rows and break the 
tight seal of the crusted surface, 
“nitrification” will start again. Our 
plants are just waiting for that 
shallow cultivating and a few days 
of bright sunshine to do some very 
fast growing. You wait and see; 
they'll be jumping ahead to reach 
maturity in spite of the early han- 
dicaps. 


Our grandmothers used to say 
that gardening was the finest of 
projects for impatient people. Yes, 
and the proverbial “green thumb” 
success comes from careful plan- 
ning, plenty of work and experi- 
ence. As you make each successive 
planting in your garden, you'll find 
that it turns out a little better and 
is a little easier than the last, 


For instance, for radishes, don’t 
overcrowd again. Space out the 
seeds. Fourteen, at most 16, to a 
foot in planting will make the best 
stand. Either Crimson Giant or 
Scarlet Globe are quick, good va- 


My Neighbor Says: 


Some chrysanthemums become 
too tall and so pinching out the 
tops once or twice in June is rec- 
ommended. It is a good plan also 
to add a little extra plant food.

If the garden hose hag sprung 
a small leak, try painting in with

Its leaves are 
much bigger and so will shade the 
soil and the developing root, Also, 
its maturity size is larger so it 
reaches an edible size more quickly 
than the Scarlet Globe. 

The Simpson family of lettuce is 
as thankful a variety as you can 
ask for. It is my standby for suc- 
cession plantings. But maybe, you 
too, will want to put in a trial row 
of “Bib” lettuce. The few people 
hereabouts who grew it last year 
are fervent enthusiasts. They say 
it withstands the hot weather, 
bunches effectively and is good in 
taste and texture. Don’t try head 
lettuce types for late planting un- 
less you can set your transplants 
in the shade of pole bean “tents” 
or somewhere in the garden where 
they’ll just get morning or late-day 
sunshine.

I saw it at two 
seed stores early in the week.

It is death to sucking and chew- 
ing insects, simple to usé, and non- 
poisonous to man.

The Government 
has lived up to its promise to have 
the Rotenone on hand when we 
needed it—but remember, its 
scarce, just a thin dusting will do 
the job and there's a whole seéa- 
son of war on the insects ahead.

West Fails to 
Make Correct 


Defense Play

T is not stating any profound 
| trun to observe that a plan of 

defense that provides against 
two contingencies is sounder than 
another plan that provides against 
only one. Consider this deal: 

West, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable.

West opened the spade king and 
afters seeing dummy’s singleton 
club, concluded that the best de- 
fense was to stop club ruffs in 
dummy. To that end he continued 
with the ace and his last spade. 
This was taken in dummy and 4 
club was led to the king. West won 
and shifted to diamonds, East's 
jack forcing the ace. Declarer 
now ruffed his low club with 
dummy’s last trump, returned to 
the heart king, and cashed the 
club queen and his last two 
trumps, discarding diamonds from 
the dummy. On the last trump 
lead, East found himself in deep 
water. He saw that it would be 
vita} to guard dummy’s heart suit, 
but/in order to do so it was neces 
sary. to discard every one of his 
diamonds. Declarer, who had not 
failed to notice the discard of the 
king and queen of diamonds, now 
calmly cashed the diamond nine, 
then collected the A-Q of hearts 
for the fulfilling trick. 

x * * 

It was not unnatural for West 
to want to prevent the impending 
ruffs of clubs in dummy, but it 
was quite unnecessary to play the 
third round of spades immediately. 
West could do this after he got on 
lead with the club ace. Meanwhile, 
it would be possible to investigate 
the diamond situation and find out 
whether East had a first round 
trick in that suit or a trick that 
would need promotion. Thus, the 
correct defense was for West to 
shift to a diamond after playing 
one round of spades. If East could 
win with the ace the defenders 
would be safe, and on a club return 
from East, West could return to 
his plan of leading two more 
rounds of trumps. Actually, of 
course, the diamond lead would 
have brought the jack from East 
and the ace from declarer. Then, 
when declarer led a club, West 
would have té go up with the ace 
and play his remaining diamond to 
insure the contract’s defeat.

ITH some serious thought as

'| daily exercise routine to which they 


should devote at least one-half 
hour. At the very least—20 min- 
utes. Be faithful to it for 30 days 
and see if you are not pleased with 
results: 

1. To limber: Stand with feet a 
little apart. Pull abdomen in, 
stretch arms high in the air, high, 
and slowly stretch head backward. 
Relax limply... Repeat. Then sit 
on floor with legs stretched as far 
as possible, Pull in abdomen, drop 
shoulders and with a rhythmic 
swing touch your left leg with your 
right hand and then your right leg 
with your left hand. The upper 
part of your body should swing in 
a wide circle and rapidly. Relax 
for a moment and then repeat. 

2. To firm midriff: Kngel on 
floor, clasp arms in back of body 
and stretched high in back, chin 
in.

This you 
must do gradually for otherwise 
you will strain your muscles. Prac- 
tice each day one more time until 
you are able to do it with ease at 
least six or seven times a day.
